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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they do not clearly show the details of the 
invention and have hand written numerals. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Specification

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Pin Extractor After Fusion of Bone Fragments. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-16 are objected to because it appears applicant attempts to positively 
claims both the sleeve and pin along with the extraction device. However, in the current 
form they are not positively recited because they are merely in an intended use clause. 
Therefore, as long as an extraction device would be capable of functioning with the 
functional properties of a sleeve and pin as stated, then a device would read upon the 



claims. The claims have been examined as such. 
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The claims are also generally confusing due to improper grammar due to original 
literal translation, but not completely corrected for. It is requested that applicant corrects 
for such language to remove any additional ambiguity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It recites the limitation of and/or. However, the device would not be functional as 
disclosed if it was not only "and" because both require threads. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Purificato (US Patent 2,631,584). 

Purificato discloses a device (Figures 1-7) comprising: 

[First Interpretation] an inner member (22) with rotary preventing threads (32, 
which spiral, not circular); the inner member having an enlarged portion (knurled 
member near 32); outer member (18) with rotary preventing threaded socket (30, spirals 
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again); the outer and inner members would not rotate relative to each other if tightly 
fixed upon each other; they both have a rotary preventing member found in a rear 
directed portion of each member; a lateral handle (14*) located; an extraction handle 
(19) that can rotate freely during extraction because the pin is supposed to be pulled 
out, not twisted; an extraction limit (16) which is capable of limiting extraction depending 
upon the shape of the pin. In terms of consisting of only three members, applicant is 
given this definition of member from The American Heritage® Dictionary of the English 
Language, Fourth Edition: A structural unit, such as a beam or wall. Since the additional 
components of Purificato could be attributed to one of the three already discussed 
members, due to their structural behavior, Purificato also consists of only the three 
members. 

[Second Interpretation] an inner member (22); extraction handle (18) has outer 
threads; outer member (16) which can prevent rotation of the inner member if 
compressed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Purificato in view of Carter et al (US Patent Publication 2001/0056283). 
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Purificato according to the second interpretation discloses all of the claimed 
limitations except for the inner member (22) having inner threads (instead of outer) that 
mesh with outer threads (instead of inner) of the extraction handle (18) as well as 
providing for lateral holes at the location of the inner threads. In regard to the inner 
member having inner threads and the extraction handle having outer threads, this is 
seen as a mere reversal of parts. It has been held that a mere reversal of the essential 
working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. In re Einstein, 8 USPQ 
167. In regard to the lateral openings, Carter et al teach (Page 7, Paragraph 0135) that 
ports are provided for cleaning the internal portion of a device when an opening already 
exposed to biological material exists. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to further provide for lateral ports to 
facilitate cleaning and sterilization.
